Williamson, staff of the House Select Committee on Population. Ms, 
Williamson said that the Committee staff had failed to convince Chairman 
James Scheuer (D., N.Y.) not to ask the Director to testify in open hearings 
on the security implications of population changes. She said she was calling 
to get our informal reaction to such an invitation. I told her that we might 
want to send a delegation of ranking Agency officials to speak to the Chairnzsx1 
directly and that I would! be back in touch with her early next week.

to a briefing of Senator Richard Stone (D., Fla.) e briefing ran from 
0910 -1030 hours and was divided into'two parts: (Ll) a classified portion 
on Soviet pilots in Cuba; and (2) a non-classified discussion of CIA analysts! 
considered opinions about likely Panamanian, Central American and 
Caribbean reactions to US non-ratification of the Panama Canal Treaties 
and/or to various possible amendments to those treaties. The briefing 
was exceedingly well done and the Senator stated that he now has a much 
better grip on how much maneuvering room exists with regard to 
amendments. Gene Parvin and Barry Schochet, in the Senator's office, 
sat in on portions of the briefing. There is a good possibility that the 
Senator will call on CIA for more analysis as the language of the possible 
amendments become clearer,

9. (Unclassified - DFM) LIAISON Called Martha MacDonald, 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence staff, and received from her a 
listing of Committee meetings for next week. 


10. (Unclassified - DFM) LIAISON Checked with Ted Ralston, Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence staff, and was informed that he did receive 
notes OLC sent him from his week-long visit at NPIC. 


ll, (Unclassified - DFM) LIAISON Called Katherine Essoyan, Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence staff, and confirmed meetings next week for 
the Committee team studying intelligence capabilities against international 
terrorism, Scheduled are a 27 February 2:00 p-m. meeting on the recent 
Egyptian/Cypriot terrorist incident and a 3 March 10:00 a.m. meeting on 
NFAC reporting onterrorism. Ms. Essoyan also asked me about the follow-ups 
from the two previous meetings the Committee staff has had on terrorism and 
I agreed to check into these.

3. (Unclassified - MG) LIAISON Received a call from Donna, in the 
office of Representative Morgan F. Murphy (D., Ill.), who wanted to know if 
the cuts in the DDO, which she read in the press, are still going to take 
place. She wondered if the appointment of Ambassador Frank Carlucci to the 
position of DDCI and the Director's remarks that the DDCI would handle most 
of the day-to-day operations of the Agency would change the decision to make 
these cuts. I told her that the reduction in force of the DDO will still take 
place and that the Director had made a statement on the cuts which makes 
his position clear on the matter and that I would be happy to forward a copy 
to her. She thanked me for the assistance. The statement was forwarded 
this date. ,
